Mrs.  Haze!  Pittman  Munns,  our  beloved  teacher  and 
friend,  was  born  in  1899  at  Hillsboro,  Indiana,  into  a 
musically  inclined  family.  She  once  said  that  she  sang 
before  she  talked.  At  an  early  age  she  took  up  the 
study  of  the  violin  and  played  it  frequently  at  silent 
movies. 

Mrs.  Munns  attended  the  Chicago  Music  College 
and,  while  there,  sang  with  the  Noble  Cain  Choir  of 
NBC.  She  did  further  work  at  the  American  Conserva¬ 
tory  of  Music.  Previous  to  teaching  in  the  Columbia 
City  Schools,  she  taught  at  Veedersburgh  for  three 
years.  In  Columbia  City,  she  taught  the  vocal  music 
organizations,  supervised  the  grade  school  music  pro¬ 
gram,  and  presented  spring  and  Christmas  concerts 
annually. 


Her  qualities  of  leadership  and  ability  were  much 
appreciated  by  the  whole  community.  Mrs.  Munns  was 
very  active  in  civic  affairs,  such  as  the  Whitley  County 
Civic  Music  Association  and  the  Alpha  lota  Chapter  of 
Kappa  Kappa  Kappa  sorority.  The  latter  organization 
dedicated  the  electronic  organ  in  the  C.C.J.H.S.  audi¬ 
torium  to  her,  and  the  1932  Columbian  was  also  dedi¬ 
cated  to  her. 

Mrs.  Munns'  death  came  on  December  31,  1962, 
after  thirty-five  years  of  service  in  the  schools  of  Co¬ 
lumbia  City.  Franz  Werfel's  beautiful  sentiment  brings 
comfort  to  those  who  loved  her.  He  wrote,  "Yes,  death 
is  strong,  but  look  you  .  .  .  Stronger  is  music  than 
death."

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  people  connect  spirit,  an  intangible  object,  with  only  physical  ac¬ 
tivity,  it  can  be  a  part  of  mental  activity  also  as  this  section  of  your 
book  will  attempt  to  show. 

Without  spirit,  discussions  in  many  classes  would  be  lifeless,  teachers' 
questions  would  be  dull,  and  students'  response  would  be  almost  intangible.  In  the  class¬ 
room  the  spirit  is  instilled  by  the  textbook's  interesting  and  picturesque 
presentation,  the  teacher's  enthusiastic  and  enlightening  explanation  and  the  student's 
avid  interest  spiced  with  the  touch  of  humor  sometimes  provided  by  a 
slip  of  the  tongue  or  an  embarassing  classroom  situation. 

To  keep  interest  from  lagging  as  it  can  in  even  the  best  student,  the 
seventy  minute  classes  meet  only  four  times  a  week  adding  variety  to  each  day's  schedule. 

Classes  vary  as  filmstrips,  charts,  records,  television,  and  other  audio 
visual  aids  increase  the  student's  interest  in  and  understanding  of  his  subjects. 

Should  it  then  seem  strange  to  one  that  when  healthy,  vibrant  teenagers 
gather  together  under  a  teacher's  watchful  guidance  that  the  result  should  spark  a  spirit 
which  glows  from  dim  to  bright  in  the  area  of  academics,  the  true  heart 
of  the  school? 
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Using  the  right  tenses  of  verbs  puzzles  most  people 
from  the  first  grade  through  the  rest  of  their  lives. 
During  the  three  required  years,  and  in  senior  English, 
attempts  are  made  to  reason  out  and  explain  the  in¬ 
tricacies  of  the  English  language.  Literature  is  offered 
in  the  ninth,  eleventh,  and  twelfth  grade  classes.  Here, 
students  read  works  from  Shakespeare  to  Steinbeck. 

The  college  bound  senior  English  students  learn  to  ac¬ 
celerate  their  reading  speeds  by  daily  testing.  In  the 
tenth  year,  speech  class  is  offered  and  students  learn 
how  to  speak  eloquently  and  informatively.  By  using 
new  and  varied  methods  of  introduction,  the  English 
course  has  changed  somewhat  from  the  very  boring, 
cut  and  dried,  English  of  old,  to  an  alive  and  interest¬ 
ing  subject.

"Comment  allez-vous?",  "?Como  esta  usted?",  and 
"Quo  modo  estes?"  are  all  ways  to  say  "how  are 
you?"  .C.CJ.H.S.  provides  students  with  courses  in 
French,  Spanish,  and  Latin.  Students  taking  Spanish 
and  French  are  exposed  to  language  labs,  which  en¬ 
tail  recordings,  dictation,  and  correct  pronunciations. 
Spanish  students  may  take  two  years  of  grammatical 
training  and  one  year  of  speaking  the  language. 
Latin,  the  language  of  ages,  gives  two  years  of  all- 
around  study.  Second  year  Latin  students  translate 
Caesar.  For  the  first  year  French  availed  itself  to  stu¬ 
dents  at  C.CJ.H.S.  It  offers  a  new  language  lab  for 
use  which  is  a  beneficial  aid  in  learning  conservational 
French.  This  department  along  with  the  others  has 
grown  to  great  importance,  because  it  strengthens  our 
contact  with  the  other  corners  of  the  world. 


If  France  can't  come  to  CCJHS,  French  tapes  can.  The 
tapes  are  used  in  the  new  French  lab  to  aid  the  students  in 
the  conquest  of  the  language.

Mathematics  has  been  proven  to  be  important  in 
your  life  no  matter  if  you  are  a  housewife,  farmer, 
doctor,  or  businessman.  With  the  fundamental  math 
received  in  grade  school,  students  at  CCJHS  work 
their  way  up  from  general  math  to  calculus.  One  year 
of  math  is  required  of  all  those  who  wish  to  graduate 
from  CCJHS.  When  glancing  at  the  formulae  and 
problems  of  math  students,  most  people  are  puzzled 
and  wonder,  "why  teach  them  that?"  "how  will  they 
ever  use  it?"  Math  is  taught  with  problems  that  can 
be  applied  and  used  throughout  the  rest  of  the  stu¬ 
dents'  lives.  A  large  portion  of  the  problems  we  en¬ 
counter  in  life  are  partially  solved  by  using  mathe¬ 
matics.

Since  Russia's  Sputnik  in  1957,  the  science  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  growing  each  year.  It  now  includes 
physics,  chemistry,  biology,  and  practical  physics.  Al¬ 
though  the  number  of  courses  does  not  seem  to  have 
increased  greatly,  the  material  covered  in  the  classes 
has  advanced  to  modern  scientific  form.  The  lab  proj¬ 
ects  deal  with  complicated  and  intricate  methods  of 
space  travel  and  findings.  Classes  try  to  use  common 
practical  things  to  illustrate  the  more  difficult  prob¬ 
lems  of  explanation.  All  levels  of  science  from  elemen¬ 
tary  science  to  complicated  physics  must  be  taught 
and  understood.

Projectors  and  movies,  slides,  film 
strips,  opaque  projectors,  maps,  and  charts  aid  in  the 
classroom  understanding  of  a  subject.  Television  is  now 
in  many  social  studies  classes.  Here,  they  can  watch 
happenings  of  the  day,  such  as,  the  space  exploits. 
President  Kennedy's  speeches,  or  other  programs  of 
information.  CCJHS  offers  courses  in  world  and  U.  S. 
history,  while  the  seniors  are  required  to  take  civics,  a 
course  in  American  government.  The  social  studies  de¬ 
partment  provides  an  opportunity  to  look  at  the  past, 
to  see  the  present,  and  forecast  the  future.

Being  located  in  a  farming  district  of  the  country, 
CCJHS  provides  a  well  equipped  home  economics  and 
agriculture  program.  In  the  home  economics  classes, 
girls  learn  the  proper  ways  of  preparing  food,  what 
foods  are  necessary  for  a  balanced  diet,  how  to  buy 
the  right  foods,  and  the  techniques  of  dressmaking. 
On  the  other  hand,  boys  are  taught  the  skills  of  soil 
testing,  examining  grain  seeds,  woodworking,  and 
how  to  use  machines  that  are  found  on  the  farm.  This 
department  is  very  practical  because  it  teaches  prac¬ 
tical  problems  and  their  solutions.  At  CCJHS,  four 
years  of  home  economics,  agriculture,  woodworking, 
and  machine  shop  ate  offered.

Eagles  Again  Prove  Themselves  To  Be  Champions 


Columbia  City  Joint  High  School's  high-flying  Eagle 
basketball  team  proved  themselves  to  be  king  of  the 
mountain  in  many  ways  this  year.  Besides  turning  in 
a  blistering  16-4  record  in  regular  season  play  and 
winning  the  Northeastern  Indiana  Conference  with 
an  8-0  tally,  CCJHS's  mighty  Eagles  also  won,  for 
the  fourth  time  in  five  years,  the  Sectional  tournament 
which  was  held  this  year  in  the  new  Warsaw  gymnas¬ 
ium. 

The  Eagles,  returning  with  a  total  of  four  seniors  and 
three  juniors,  displayed  the  results  of  hard  work,  team 
work,  training,  and  superb  coaching. 

Many  strong  opponents,  such  as  New  Haven,  Bluff- 
ton,  Elkhart,  and  Fort  Wayne  Sectional  champ  Con¬ 
cordia,  fell  before  Columbia  City's  well-balanced  of¬ 
fensive  machine,  which  made  .431  percent  of  all  their 
shots.  The  Eagles  also  did  their  share  on  defense,  com¬ 
piling  the  best  defensive  average  in  the  conference. 


The  Eagles  were  also  tough  on  the  boards,  grabbing 
an  average  of  14.5  offensive  and  24.3  defensive  re¬ 
bounds  per  game.  Our  cagers  hit  336  out  of  471 
charity  tosses  this  season  for  a  .711  percentage. 

The  Reserve  team,  coached  by  George  Kind,  also 
showed  Columbia  city  fans  a  lot  of  basketball  know¬ 
how  this  year.  They  often  held  their  opponents  to  30 
points  or  less  for  a  whole  game.  The  Reserve's  of¬ 
fense  also  clicked  this  year  as  they  consistently  topped 
the  half-century  mark. 

The  Freshman  team,  tutored  by  Roger  Tuggle,  ran 
into  a  string  of  bad  luck  at  the  beginning  and  end  of 
the  season  and  therefore  were  not  able  to  eke  out  a 
winning  season.  Even  so,  the  Freshman  team  showed 
their  true  potential  when  they  won  their  own  4-way 
tourney  over  three  area  power-house  freshman  teams.
